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I EDITORIAL 


AS IT MAY BE. 





The Sunday school was never intended as the sub- 
stitute for home training in the Bible, save in those 
cases where the latter could not be expected. Robert 
Raikes looked about among the waifs and _ street 
gamins of Gloucester and thought out a simple plan 
by which these could have some religious care. The 
Sunday school was the result. If he had been told 
that the time would come when practically the entire 
enterprise of the biblical training for the young should 
be left to this one agency and the home neglect its 
duty because the children got a half hour of the Sun- 
day school teaching—-such as it is—he would have 
hesitated, perhaps, to organize an institution on whose 
shoulders the parenthood of our day unloads with 
light conscience the tremendous responsibilities of 
ethical and religious discipline for children. 

In considering, therefore, the possibilities of the 
Sunday school in our day and attempting to con- 
struct the plan of what it might be, or what it may 
be if we are willing to pay the small price of ade- 
quate adjustment, it is well to begin at the angle 
of the home. The Sunday school of the present and 
future must see to it that very much more work is 
done in the domestic group. Preacher, superintend- 
ent and teachers must co-operate in this task, and the 
preacher can do far more than the others combined, 
if he will. Bible study, according to some plan, fam- 
ily worship, Sunday school extension in the home, all 
these and other methods must be put in operation to 
secure the result. The church is breaking down in 
the home. There it must be restored. 


The cry of the Sunday school workers of our day 
is for competent teachers. Yet we believe the truer 
need is competent superintendents. The training of 
men and women for this work is demanded with in- 
creasing emphasis. A superintendent must be some- 
thing more than an imposing-looking man or good 
at anecdotes to secure order, or a hale fellow among 
the young people. He should be first of all a trained 
man, knowing not only something about the Bible, 
but very much about the art of teaching. Works on 
pedagogy are too accessible for a superintendent to 
content himself longer with the teaching methods of 
a generation past. They would not be tolerated for a 
moment in the public schools. The most important 
branch of education at this moment is that which 
teaches teachers how to teach. Some one thus trained 
is essential if the best results are to be secured. Such 
services are worth paying for, and one of the accepted 
professions of the future will be that of the paid 
teacher in the church, overseeing all the teaching 
work, wherever done. 

Another characteristic of the Sunday school as it 
may be is the adjustment of lessons to age and 
training. The folly of attempting to teach the same 
lesson in all grades on the same day would only be 


matics or history to all grades in the public school 
on the same day. It appears to be a beautifully har- 
monious plan, insuring unity of operation. But in 
this case the much-desired quality of unity is secured 
at the expense of the much more important matter of 
efficiency. Protest has been only moderately effective 
as yet, chiefly owing to the evident lack of pedagogical 
experience in the membership of the committees that 
prepare the lesson schemes. 

Some such arrangement as the following, which is 
being used with great satisfaction in many places, 
would prove a vast advance over the archaic system 
so largely in vogue to-day: Four grades of Bible 
study, covering the period from the primary class to

the advanced Bible classes. In the first the smaller 
children study, according to kindergarten or other 
plans of primary work, a»selected list of lessons es- 
pecially prepared for their use, dealing not with his- 
torical sequences, of which the little child has no 
conception, but with emotions and motives. Here ap- 
propriate Bible stories may be used, but no format 
Bible study is attempted. 

In the second group, ranging from eight to four- 
teen, the life of Christ would be the theme, with pos- 
sibly slight additions from the simpler sections of 
Old Testament and apostolic history. In the third 
grade, from fourteen to eighteen or nineteen, the re- 
mainder of the Bible would fall, arranged according 
to the disciplines of prophecy, legislation, poetry and 
the like. The fourth grade, including the maturer 


members of the school, could consider Christian doc- 
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trines by some such method as that outlined so ad- 
mirably by the Blakeslee system. 

[he chief crux is, of course, with the primary 
grade. Any scheme of lessons will serve the pur- 
pose of the maturer pupil, provided he has a compe- 
tent teacher. But all our present methods fail with 
the little people. 

\ still further suggestion must find room here. 
There ought to be in every well-organized Sunday 
school classes for the study of Christian history, so- 
cial redemption, applied Christianity and reforms. 
These might well adjust themselves to the more ad- 
vanced Bible classes, where from year to year the 
curriculum could vary with profit to all. 

It is always better that a school should move as 
one man, under the direction of a skilled leader, in the 
realization of these ideals; but a single class may 
take up such a scheme with admirable results. There 
must be added the item of careful selection of text 
books, which will soon displace the inadequate “‘les- 
son commentary,” and the free use of auxiliary read- 
ing, as employed with success in the public schools, 
and we are well on the way to the Sunday school “as 
it may be.”

THE CHILD AND THE BIBLE. 


Childhood is a very plastic period; it is a time of 
adjustment. Not only adjustment to physical en- 
vironment, but also to the larger activities and broad- 
er visions of God, duty and immortality. The pur- 
pose of education is to fit the child for service in the 
world’s broad field of battle. In this plastic period 
of adjustment nothing is more essential to the child’s 
future welfare than the religious training and the 
inculcation of religious principles. As Butler well 
says: “After the child has been led into his physical 
inheritance he must be led by the family, the school 
and ihe state into his intellectual and spiritual in- 
heritance.” If our children are entitled to the very 
besi physical and intellectual inheritance which the 
family and the state are capable of bestowing upon 
them, they are also entitled to the highest spiritual 
development which can be given them. The Bible 
school must supplement the public school. The Bible 
and the Bible alone is the religion of Protestants. 
True, we must improve the Bible school, but let us 
not decry its great service to the religious better- 
ment of the children. Let us restore the Word of 
God to its rightful place in the education of our 
children. Physical development, scientific training, 
zsthetic culture are all necessary, but without the re- 
ligious nurture which studying and teaching the Word 
of God furnishes all education is incomplete and: un- 
satisfactory. Let us give the children Bibles of their 
own and teach them to read and study the Word of 
God. Let us revive the old but valuable custom of 
memorizing Scripture verses. Let us improve out 
Bible schools and magnify the office of the Bible school 
teacher. Let us put the teaching in the Bible school 
upon the high plane which teaching in the secular 
school occupies. Let us not rest until our children 
delight in asking and answering questions concerning 
the Holy Scriptures as our Savior did at the age of 
twelve, because they delight in the law of the Lord 
and meditate upon it morning, noon and night. Rus- 


kin, one of the most refined art critics, and at the 
same time one of the most spiritual-minded men of 
the nineteenth century, said that the reading of his 
Bible at his mother’s knee laid the foundation for al] 
his best literary work in after life. The Bible is the 
book of life. The child’s best book is the Bible. 





The Reflex Influence of Children’s Day. 


The Sunday school of to-day will be the church of 
to-morrow. The children that are being trained now 
will give on a larger scale than the present genera- 
tion. They will be interested in world-wide evan- 
gelism from their very infancy. In after years they 
will not regard this divine enterprise with either an- 
tipathy or apathy. They will realize that they are 
stewards of God’s manifold grace, and they will give 
according to the ability which God has given. They 
will be in touch with the whole world and with the 
work that is being done in it to bring the nations to 
a saving knowledge of the truth as it is in Jesus 
Christ. Their horizons will be wider and their hearts 
will be better. They will be less provincial and more 
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imperial in their views and aims ever after because 
of the education now received in the Sunday schools. 


Children’s day was .first observed among the Dis- 
ciples of Christ in the yéar 1881. Two Sunday schools 
gave in 1876. The children began to give five years 
before they were asked. They stipulated that their 
money should go to send the Gospel to those who had 
never heard it. Prior to the observance of the first 
Children’s day what work was done by the Foreign 
Society was done in Europe. The children insisted 
that we should enter the great heathen fields. 

The Sunday schools have done a work that far ex- 
ceeds anything the boys that started this movement 
anticipated. They have given in all $415,921. This 
is about one-fourth of all that the Foreign Society 
has received since its organization. They have erect- 
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ed buildings of all kinds. They have supported mis- 
sionaries and have cared for hundreds of children. 
The interest in missions which has been created and 
fostered is not less valuable than the money that has 
been contributed. The children who have been taught 
in the Sunday schools and who have formed the habit 
of giving are becoming the backbone of the churches. 
These will give more liberally than the generation 
passing away gave or ever thought of giving. 

At our last convention it was said by several that 
within the next twenty years the Foreign Society 
should have an income of one million dollars a year. 
That is the minimum. If at that time there are half 
a million members who have been trained to give 
from childhood, this prophecy will be an actual fact.

The Advancement of Wu. 


An announcement of no small importance is prob- 
ably soon to be made in regard to Minister Wu that 
he has been selected to return to his country to re- 
vise Chinese law upon a modern basis. Those who 
know of Chinese law and Minister Wu will rejoice. 
He is a man whom we can reasonably hope will be as 
great as his opportunity. 


The Beef Trust. 


The trial of the beef trust is on. When it is over 
the public will discover sufficient evidence to prove 
in all justice that a criminal trust exists. Enough has 
already been published in the dailies to prevent a 
denial of there being a close combination. The meat 
men will try to demonstrate that they do not control 
60 per cent of the market and that they cannot control 
prices to the extent the law forbids. In short, it is 
to be a matter of legal technicalities, and evidence will 
probably be little disputed. The scope and efficiency 
of the Sherman law is on trial, not the trusts. The 
spirit of the law is on trial most of all. May it 
triumph ! 


These Martinique Horror. 


The volcano as a figure of speech, as a basis for 
sermons, editorials, cartoons, scientific prophecies and 
speculations, looms very large this week. Second 
reports from Fort De La France indicate the con- 
tinuance of panic, stimulated by further threatenings 
of the terrible mountain. St. Vincent is said to be 
much more in need of actual relief than the survivors 
in Martinique, but no man knows what may happen 
the next hour. Subscriptions have been pouring in 
from the wide earth and the latest reports are that 
they are no longer needed. It is a nerve-racking sit- 
uation to the sensitive mind—where help is no longer 
needed, yet danger still threatening. 


Alfonso XIII. Becomes King. 


On May 17 the sixteen-year-old boy, Alfonso XIIi., 
became king of Spain. Premier Sagasta and_ the 
queen regent were the most conspicuous figures of the 
Spanish week.

The Raltsing of the Cuban Flag. 


Earnest Americans scarcely realize that the senti- 
ment for free Cuba, which reached its climax among 
us about the time of the Santiago battle, has only 
culminated in Cuba last week. At 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon of May 20 the Cuban congress assembled 
and the constitution was set up. About noon Palma 
took the oath of office and General Wood officially 
took down the American flag and, assisted by Genera! 
Gainey, hoisted that of Cuba. Almost immediately all 
military and official America departed for American 
soil. Great pains were taken to make the departure 
emphatic and thorough, plain to the most critical eyes. 
It is evidently the intention of the administration to 
carry out all matters Cuban in the spirit in which 
the war was first undertaken. The American people 
are to be congratulated on this phase at least of 
Rooseveltism. It is but in the course of things that 
a restless people shall lose a little of the first spirit 
of their crusade, and in such a case our administra- 
tion with a memory is a blessing.

HOW PROGRESSIVE SUNDAY SCHOOLS

We are making an effort to have a large offering 
on Children’s Day. We began to work to this end 
right after Christmas by talking it to the children as 
the newt great day, and urging them to begin to save 
money immediately and keep it up until the first 
Lord’s Day in June. Then as soon as we got the neat 
little boxes from F. M. Rains, we placed one of them 
in the hands of each scholar and teacher, requesting 
each to determine to get at least one dollar, and as 
much more as possible, in the box.

First Church, St. Joseph, Mo. 


In giving an idea of how the Bible School of the 
First Christian Church, St. Joseph, Mo., celebrates 
Children’s Day it is necessary to tell something of the 
conditions. In our church the matter of missions is 
continually before the entire congregation. An offering 
is taken by the congregation at Easter and again in 
the fall for missions; the Bible School celebrates 
Children’s Day, and then unites with the offering of 
the church in the autumn. Thus there is scarcely a 
time in the year when a missionary campaign is not 
on in our church. We began a year ago to prepare for 
our offering this year, and consequently we expect to 





make it a good one. Some of the classes began to lay 
by money, as classes, months ago, and almost every 
class in the school now has a neat sum for the offering 
the first Lord’s Day in June. This in addition to the 
offering by individual members. 

We will have special music in the morning of Chil- 
dren’s Day, and will advertise the services well. The 
room will be decorated and in other ways made more 
attractive than usual. Our pastor will preach a ser- 
mon especially suited to the day, and in the evening 
we will give the Children’s Day exercise as prepared 
by the Foreign Missionary Society. The offering ot 
the school in the morning will be reinforced by the 
offering made at the evening service. 

Perhaps the only special plan our school has pur- 
sued this year has been that the classes have made 
more of an effort to raise money from outside sources. 
A number of classes have given socials during the 
year, at the homes of members or at the church, and 
the proceeds have gone into the treasury of the class 
for its offering to missions. We have found this 
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year that this is an excellent plan—to stimulate an in- 
terest by classes, as well as on the part of the individ- 
uals. 

Two years ago our school gave $42.66 on Children’s 
Day, last year the offering was $200; this year our 
apportionment is $200, and we confidently expect to 
give $300. In fact, we are almost sure of $300. We 
belive this increase has been made possible by increas- 
ing the interest in missions on the part of every mem- 
ber of the school. Teachers are thoroughly interested, 
and when once this condition is reached, there is little 
trouble in interesting the pupils—then the offering 
comes as a matter of course. If we have been suc- 
cessful in our school it has been through the campaign 
of education, which is continually carried on.

In the Mt. Healthy Sunday School, “Children’s 
Day” is never lost sight of from one “Children’s Day” 
to the next. Our teachers (with one or two excep- 
tions) each have a missionary barrel; this is brought 
every Sunday, and when the regular collection is tak- 
en, the missionary collection is also taken. Each 
member of the class is given credit (in the class book) 
for whatever amount he may put in the barrel, each 
Sunday during the year. The first Sunday in each 
quarter, the “Children’s Day” collection is reported to 
the secretary (by classes) and is read as part of the 
quarterly report. Two or three Sundays before “Chil- 
dren’s Day” each one is told the amount they have in 
the barrel, and given the “pockets” or boxes ( furnish- 
ed by the Foreign Society), with which to make the 
final effort to become a member of the “Dollar 
League,” all money given either way being counted as 
one amount. 

This method, we believe, will train the children to 
give systematically, as no other method can. Before 
we adopted this plan we had comparatively few chil- 
dren who gave one dollar. Last year (the second year 
for this plan) we had over forty who gave a dollar 
or more. We have an enrollment of about one hun- 
dren and thirty-five. With this plan we raised a little 
more than our apportionment (one hundred dollars).

THE BIBLE STUDY UNION LESSONS. 
CHARLES CLAYTON MORRISON. 


The growing dissatisfaction with the International 
lesson series has brought into prominence the Bible 
Study Union Lessons, formerly known as the Blakes- 
lee system. The company has lately reorganized with 
greatly enlarged capital and is now putting its lessons 
through a revision. Rev. Erastus Blakeslee is the 
editor, assisted by some specialist in each department 
of biblical investigation. 

While it cannot be claimed that.the Blakeslee sys- 
tem is perfect in all respects, I think it is by all odds 
the most satisfactory scheme of Sunday school les- 
sons that has yet been prepared. We adopted the 
system in the Monroe Street church nearly three years 
ago against not a little opposition, but at the present 
time there is unanimous indorsement of it—not a sin- 
gle teacher that would return to the International sys- 
tem. 

The system embraces six series of lessons, each 
extending through a period of one year. Three of 
these series treat the biblical material biographically 
and three historically. In the Old Testament there 
are two series, one treating of the history of the 
Hebrews, the other the great men of Israel. The New 
Testament is divided into four courses—“The Gospel 
History” and “The Life of Christ,” “The History of 
the Apostolic Church” and “The Three Great Apos- 
tles,” the last including Peter, John and Paul, the 
main body of the material dealing, of course, with 
Paul. 

The chief feeling of satisfaction which one has in 
pursuing this course is that it gets you somewhere. 
[t is orderly and constructive. The student has the 
sense of a beginning and an end. This, I think, is 
likely to be lacking in the International lessons. The 
shifting about is so sudden, the lessons are, as a rule, 
so scrappy and fragmentary, that connecting links are 
easily lost, not alone by the boy or girl, but by the 
teacher as well. The Blakeslee system, however, ac- 
complishes unity and continuity. As an example the 
course in Old Testament history may be cited, 
wherein the whole field of ‘Old Testament materia! 
is covered in forty-eight lessons. This compels the 
teacher to reject many subordinate details and give 
the student a comprehensive survey of that part of the 
Bible. The larger events of the history are thus se- 
lected and emphasized, exhibiting its purpose and 
progress. 

Not only are the materials treated with discrimina- 
tion, but the lesson is adapted by means of an ex- 
cellent system of gradation to minds of differing de- 
grees of maturity. Seven grades constitute the 
scheme, each with its appropriate literature. These 
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seven grades are divided into three courses—chil- 
dren’s, young people's and Bible class. The children’s 
course includes three grades: First grade, primary 
coloring cards for children who cannot read; second 
grade, primary monthly for the younger primary 
classes; third crade, child’s monthly for the oldet 
primary classes. The young people’s course includes 
three grades: fourth grade, junior quarterly for 
boys and girls; fifth grade, intermediate quarterly for 
young people; sixth grade, progressive quarterly for 
young people and adults. 

The Bible class course includes one grade, the sev- 
enth, with senior quarterly for adults. An especially 
fruitful feature of the literature for the scholar is the 
question scheme, covering the entire lesson and with 
questions so formulated as to drive the scholar to the 
Bible itself. Space is left after each question for a 
written answer. Some of our teachers testify that this 
has been a source of much information to their pupils 
because of its definiteness and its appeal to the text of 
Scripture. 

The system makes no provision for the mischiev- 
ous lesson leaf. Daily readings are arranged for and 
a section of Scripture for responsive reading in the 
school, but it is presumed that the Book itself will be 
used for this exercise. 

No teacher has ever used the Bible study manual, 
prepared expressly for teachers, who has not become 
enthusiastic over it. For each lesson it contains an 
epitome of the material with suggestions as to the 
main purpose of the lesson. This is followed by ad- 
mirably selected and arranged librarv extracts, set- 
ting forth in two or three pages the views of the best 
writers on the several important points of the lesson. 
It is the cream of the best books of your library. The 
primary teacher's helper, with lesson talks, blackboard 
work, etc., is an invaluable aid to the teacher of the lit- 
tle ones. 

I have been impressed with the sanity and scholar- 
ship with which these lessons were conceived and 
wrought out. The literature is of the highest sort. 
It is modern, accepting the secure results of the best 
scholarship, and, where the results are not sure, pre- 
senting both sides. Children will have fewer things 
to unlearn when they are grown up if they study the 
Bible under the guidance of teachers who follow the 
scheme and helps of this system. 

While it is a disadvantage in some respects to be 
working in a different part of the Bible from that in 
which the great mass of schools are at work, yet the 
compensations and advantages far outweigh this de- 
fect \nd, besides this seeming isolation and inde- 
pendence need not appear if the officers and pastor 
manifest the Christian spirit toward organized Sunday 
school work.

If we ask why the great body of the adult mem- 
bership of the church is not in full sympathy with 
the great missionary spirit of real Christianity, I be- 
lieve the greatest reason to be the fact that they have 
not been properly trained “from their youth up.”

Who can tell the number 
of tender, innocent hearts that will on this occasion 
be touched by the simple story and song pleading for 
the benighted children across the sea, the result of 
which may in the coming days mean many more noble 
missionaries in the foreign field? Besides this, the 
educational feature of Children’s day cannot be over- 
estimated. The church of the next generation must 
be broadened and liberalized. For this there is no 
better school than the missionary exercises of Chil- 
dren’s day.

The Resources in the Sunday School. 


The Sunday schools among the Disciples of Christ 
number 8,858. The pupils and teachers number al- 
most a million. This mighty army is capable of do- 
ing more than is being done by all the churches and 
schools at the present time. Last year the offerings 
made on Children’s day aggregated $42,841. If all 
the schools had given on the same scale as those that 
did give the amount received would have been $134,- 
000. It is safe to say that most of the schools could 
easily have doubled their gifts. The Sunday schools 
are a veritable gold mine. The superintendents and 
teachers can do a great work if they will exert them- 
selves. They can bégin by being patterns of" zeal 
and liberality. They can show the pupils that they 
themselves are profoundly interested in missions and 
that they make real sacrifices for the spread of the 
Gospel and for the redemption of the world. The 
people of the United States give $75,000,000 annually 
for candy and $25,000,000 for chewing gum. These 
vast sums are made up of nickels and pennies for the 
most part. This year at least four thousand schools 
should send offerings to the Foreign Society. That 
is still less than half the whole number on our muster 
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rolls. The offerings should amount to $75,000. This 
is the very least that the schools should think of rais- 
ine for this cause. It is well within their ability this 


year of grace.

The plans for Children’s day should be made the 
second Lord’s day in June. Report on the collection 
of the previous Lord’s day, for, of course, you took 
the collection on the first Lord’s day. Show what 
classes did well, tell how they did it. Report on the 
number of individual offerings and show that it is the 
large number of offerings that swell the collection, not 
the large offerings of the few. Show the amount that 
would have been gathered if all had done their part. 
Impress it upon the teachers that the classes will give 
if they do their part. A class with a teacher opposed 
or indifferent will never lead in the offering. Praise 
those that did well—generous praise does wonders. 
Then, while the enthusiasm is at white heat, get the 
classes to pledge a certain amount for the next year. 
Do not try to have them pledge too much, but impress 
them with the thought that they must raise what they 
pledge. One class in our school last year that had 
done well felt so good that they wanted to pledge $50, 
while not one of them was earning over 50 cents a 
day. Another class wanted to give their note for 
twice as much as they will have June 1; so the thing 
to do is to get all classes to give something and keep 
the amount where they can easily raise it. Then 
during the year encourage them in their efforts to 
gather the money. Be on the lookout for chances for 
them to make something and show them how they can 
do it. This is the great thing, and well worked will 
win every time. Make great efforts with the birth- 
day box. If we can get the birth-day offering from 
every scholar we will have a good amount. 

Every Bible school should have concerts and take 
collection for missions. Every Christmas we insist 
on the school giving an offering to the Christ. These 
are, past for this vear. Have you done as much as 
you think your school should do? If not call a 
council of the teachers and officers and canvass the 
situation and agree on the smallest sum that you will 
be satisfied with. Apportion this among the classes 
and start them to work. Make reports as often as you 
can as to what some are doing that will encourage 
the others. Canvass the church for generous contribu- 
tions, ask friends outside of the church and give all 
you can afford yourself. Have every child take part 
in the exercise and have them bring their friends to 
the exercises. Make it a high day, and when the en- 
thusiasm is at the high point try and have every one 
make a final offering to the fund. When the exer- 
cises are about half over have some one make an ap- 
peal that will touch a heart as hard as stone, and take 
an offering that will add materially to the amount al- 
ready gathered. Then begin to plan for the follow- 
ing year.

BOOK REVIEWS. 


A Souvenir History of the Christian Church of 
Cynthiana, Ky. By W. S. Cason and others, with a 
brief sketch of the Reformation by J. J. Haley. Jen- 
nings & Pye, Cincinnati. I9go1I. 

Such a volume as this, dealing as it does with the 
history of an important church, is a valuable contribu- 
tion to the historical records of the Disciples of Christ, 
and serves as a model for imitation by many others 
whose history has been equally significant. Portraits 
and sketches of a number of the leading figures of the 
Reformation appear in this little volume, and the out- 
line of the work of the Disciples of Christ by the pres- 
ent pastor is concise and helpful. 


Nathan Hale. By William Ordway Partridge. 
New York, Funk & Wagnalls, 1902. Pp. 125. $1.00. 

Mr. Partridge is the sculptor who has just finished 
the statue of Nathan Hale for the campus at Yale. 
In the prosecution of his artistic work he went deeply 
into the life of his subject and became so absorbed in 
the theme that he was not content to work out his 
conception of Hale in marble, but has likewise sought 
to interpret his life afresh to American students of 
history. The face of the statue is purely ideal, for no 
portrait of the young man who gave his life for the 
safety of Washington’s army has survived. The figure 
is that of Hale on his way to the scaffold, with his 
arms pinioned behind him. The publishers have 
dressed the book in artistic form and embellished it 
with several engravings, among which is a representa- 
tion of the bust cf Edward Everett Hale, a distant 
relative, by the same sculptor, now the property of 
the Union League Club of Chicago. 


Moses and the Prophets. By Milton S. Terry. New 
York, Eaton & Mains. Pp. 196. $1.00. 

The book is sub-titled “An Essay Toward a Useful 
Statement of Some of the Positions of Modern Biblical 
Criticism.” 

In the preface occurs this informing paragraph: 
“The author has no desire and feels no call to propa- 
gate any particular -views touching the origin and 
dates of the Old Testament writings, but he feels 
compelled by the holiest vows of his ministry to main- 
tain the fundamental principle of Protestant Chris- 
tianity in thorough and fearless but reverent investiga- 
tion of the Holy Scriptures.” 

Dr. Terry’s position is conservative of all the funda- 
mental elements of a divine revelation. It is at the 
same time a plea for the use of those methods of 
biblical study which have within the past few years 
placed at the disposal of the church unimagined re- 
sources both for the vindication of the Bible as a rec- 
ord and as the highest aid to the spiritual life. After 
an introductory chapter dealing with such general 
features as the canon and the character of the biblical 
books, there follows a series of chapters considering 
the different portions of the Old Testament, particu- 
larly those books which have attracted in the largest 
degree the work of biblical criticism and have pre- 
sented the most important problems to the Bible stu- 
dent. If one is likely to raise the question, How much 


is left of the old beliefs by biblical criticism? this book 
is a good one to read as showing that criticism has de- 
stroyed nothing that could stand the test of investiga- 
tion, but has actually given the church new resources 
of defense and attack in its contest with human sin.

A Chicago Teacher's Notes on the Lesson. 
ELIAS A. LONG 
CHRISTIAN CONCESSION 


One of the most common things in the world is conflict of 
opinion. In to-day’s lesson we have an account of ancient 
Christians called together to reconcile a serious diversity of 
opinion and its favorable outcome. On the one side was the 
ceremonials and works of the law, that for ages had been 
tenaciously clung to; on the other, the broader view, that 
salvation was a matter of faith and spiritual worship. Vs. 11. 
In the sequel we see that the principle of concession prevailed ; 
the Jews yiclding, the Gentiles yielding as the Spirit guided 
into all truth. An underlying idea, and which we much need 
to-day, is that salvation is through faith and not through 
works. Works are the fruit cf faith. Every other religion be- 
sides Christianity teaches that salvation is obtained through 
works. Let not our churches and Bible Schools imbibe such 
a gross error 

VERSE 22. MESSENGERS OF THE CHURCH 


“apostles and elders, with the whole church.” All ratified 
the suggestion of James (Vs. 19,20) to not trouble the Gentile 
converts about things which Jewish believers held dear; but 
there were added certain vital, moral requirements. 

“to send chosen men . . . with Paul and Barnabas.” 
By sending men “of their own ccmpany” with Paul and Bar- 
nabas, it would add greater authority to the report. The Jeru- 
salem church could not fail to recall the love shown by the 
younger churck at Antioch in sending of their substance to 
them some years before when famine prevailed. 

“Silas.” This trusted disciple later became the missionary 
who accompanied Paul. 

VERSE 23. THE LOVING MESSAGE. 


“they wrote thus by them.” R. V. This was the first New 
Testament epistle; the next is believed tu have been I Thessa- 
lonians, written from Corinth A. D. 53 

“The apostles, elders and brethren.” Indicating a unani- 
mous decision. The letter is a model in the brotherly spirit 
it breathes. The word “brethren” appears twenty-three times 
in the chapter. Barnabas and Paul are called “our beloved” 
in Vs. 25 

“Genti'es in Antioch, Syria and Cilicia.” In this loving let- 
ter to Gentile brethren the former Pharisaical trouble-makers 
(Vs. 1,24) are distinctly repudiated. 


VERSE 24 ACTIVE PRETENDERS 


“have troubled you.” They were evidently such as had been 
characterized as hypocrites by the Savior. Matt. 23:15. So 
long as Satan's power remains there will be trouble-makers. 

“subverting your souls.” They unsettled the minds of some 
by maintaining that Gentiles could become Christians only 
tnrough the doorway of Judaism. They were false brethren. 
Gal. 2:4 

“to whom we gave no commandment.” This was very dif- 
ferent from the present message bearers who came with au- 
thority from the church. 


VERSE 25. LOVING PEACE-MAKERS. 


“seemed good tnto us.” They were moved by the Holy 
Spirit. Vs. 28 

“with one accord.” After the troublesome question had 
been talked out (Vs. 7.12,13) all were led to view the matter 
in the same light. The Holy Spirit is always conducive to 
harmony 

“our beloved Barnabas and Paul.” Noble words towards 
brethren who had “turned to the Gentiles.” (Chap. 13 :46-48). 
They had earned this love by their very works sake. Vs. 26. 
The old Jewish order of the missionaries’ names here appears. 


VERSE 26. FRUIT OF THE SPIRIT. 


“hazarded their lives.” Greater love hath no man than this, 
that he lay down his life for his brethren. Jno. 15:13. Love 
is a fruit of the spirit. Gal. 5:22. This argument would have 
the effect of removing prejudices. God wants more of his 
followers to hazard, not so much their bodily lives, but rather, 
their social lives, their financial lives, their pleasure-seeking 
lives. Matt. 16:25. Rom. 12:1. 

“for the name,” etc. To work for or in the name of Jesus 
Christ, following in his steps, is the highest motive for Chris- 
tian effort. Christ “gave himself for me,” Paul later wrote 
(Gal. 2:20). 


VERSE 27. JERUSALEM’S REPRESENTATIVES. 


“tell you the same things.” The Jerusalem brethren sent 
would confirm what had been written. 

“by mouth.” Everywhere the tongue of love is an instru- 
ment for advancing God’s kingdom. 


VERSE 28. THE HOLY GUIDE. 


“seemed good to the Holy Ghost.” The Holy Spirit was 
most real to the apostolic church. Ch. 13:2,4,9; Jno. 4:24. So 
the Spirit would speak to us in every holy aspiration, how- 
ever prompted. 

“and to us.” They truly could pray “thy will be done.” 

“to lay on you no greater burden.” Burden-makers are 
not God-directed. Matt. 23:4. Christ invites all burdened 
ones to find relief in Him. Matt. 11:28. 


VERSE 29. CONCESSIONS ON ALL SIDES. 


“That ye.” If Jewish believer’s must yield their point of 
requiring entrance to the church by the door of Judaism, so 
Gentiles were called to yield customs odious to Jews. 

“abstain from meats offered unto idols.” Referring to such 
remnants of sacrificial meats as it was customary to put on 
sale in the markets. This was a perplexing subject for a 
long time. I Cor. 8:9,10. 

“and from blood.” The use of blood for food was forbidden 
under the law. Lev. 3:7; 17:10-14. 

“from fornication.” This prohibition against unchastity 
was demanded, because it was the besetting sin of Pagan con- 
verts and promoted as a part of their former Worship of Pagan 
gods, hence had not been regarded as wrong. I Cor. 6:16-20. 
The purity of the very church was at stake. The law of 
Moses was very strict against every form of unchastity. Lev. 
18:10. 


VERSE 30. THE MESSAGE FORWARDED. 


“they came to Antioch.” That portion of the chapter which 
precedes this verse refers to what had occurred at Jerusalem. 

“gathered the multitude.” The Antioch believers were eager 
ye ce the report from their delegates now returned from 
erusalem. 


VERSE 31. MOUNTAIN BROUGHT LOW. 


“they rejoiced for the consolation.” The letter repudiated 
the false Judaic teachers (Vs. 1,24). Thus was brought about 
the happy solution of a question that threatened the church. 
lhe hearts of many in perplexity, the poor, the aged, the suf- 
og would be rejoiced by our letters of Christian conso- 
ation. 


VERSE 32. THE BUSY VISITORS. 


“being prophets.” These visitors were qualified to unfold 
and proclaim the truth. This, rather than mere prediction, 
was the office of a prophet. I Cor. 14:3. 

“exhorted with many words.” Words of a practical nature 
helpful to their Christian life. 


VERSE 33. THE RETURN. 


“they were let go in peace.” After a brief visit, happy in 
all its relations (Vs. 31), the visitors from Jerusalem de- 
parted homeward, carrying the good news of the gracious 
reception by the Antiochians of the epistle the apostles at 
Jerusalem had sent.

hath made us free. It is no ordinary thing to be a 
freeman in Christ The czar announces from the 
porch of his royal palace and Abraham Lincoln sign- 
ing the emancipation proclamation were dramatic 


epochs in the history of the world, and artists have 
found these ample subjects for their genius. Men 
everywhere now talk of slavery with a horror, but 
you find slavery nearly everywhere. Men and women 
are slaves in the great factories and shops of the land 
and many are slaves in their homes. [rom what I 
know of Southern slavery, and in the consideration of 
all the circumstances, sadness could not be much 
greater in the case of the negro slaves and the white 
slaves that belong absolutely to the cruel hand of 
heartless greed. Occasionally a voice is raised in their 
behalf, and then it dies like the rough hurricane aiter 
a storm. But by the side of this comes slavery to 
passion and appetite. It is written in the human 
face and one sometimes almost hears the clanking of 
the chain that binds the passions and appetites that 
walk like madmen down to death. Last night I was 
down in an alley trying to bear comfort to a broken- 
hearted mother, and there sat the husband, a strong 
man, showing the marks of some education and abil- 
ity, but under the slavery of strong drink. His home 
was upset, his heart and that of his wife’s lay broken 
in his own wreckage and unbridled appetite smacked 
its whip with more authority than the most cruel 
master in the anti-bellum days. Then I was in a large 
wholesale house this morning, and there came in a 
man who had worn the chains of slavery of strong 
drink for twenty years and was then without a home 
and deserted by wife and children, a beggar, who, 
were he a freeman, could command thousands of dol- 
lars a year and live elegantly. There are thousands 
and tens of thousands of men and women in slavery 
to some form of sin, but Christ is the Master who 
alone can set men free. 

The call is to stand up—just stand, and to stand 
properly one must throw his shoulders back and liit 
his head, and that upward look will be his salvation 
—looking unto Christ. It is the rightful attitude of 
every human being and only those who love God stand 
so. Christ sets a man up. Regeneration gives him 
the position and his safety lies in walking after 
Jesus. He has great privileges. Not only the earth 
is thrown open to him, but all heaven has been opened 
tohim. He can get new power and the armor of per- 
fect protection is at his use. He should not play with 
those things that once kept him away from God and 
peace. “Avoid every appearance of evil” ncw; do 
not argue with sin, but by godly conduct put to silence 
the ignorance of the foolish; seek to be established 1m 
Jesus Christ and nothing can harm you.

and like a spring of water whose waters fail not.” 
(Isa. 58:11.) A watered garden is something beau- 
tiful and blessed in a time of drought. Residents in 
oriental lands appreciate this more than we do. But 
those who last summer saw their gardens burned up 
in the middle of June know something of the terrible 
effects of the drought. And multitudes of those pro- 
fessing to be Christ’s followers suffice from the sum- 
mer drought, because they have not the words of 
Christ dwelling in them, as springs of water. As 
Christians and as endeavorers we are to be not only 
as a watered garden, but we are to be as a spring of 
water—perennial, -unfailing.

This strength and the sources of strength are not 
in ourselves nor of our own sufficiency. Our suffi- 
ciency is of God. Our strength is from him. His 
grace is sufficient for us. His strength in us is made 
perfect in our weakness, as we trust his promises and. 
go forth bravely.

The Dangers of Discouragement. 

Topic June 4: 1 Kings 19:4-8; Is. 40:28-31; 
Josh. 1°5-9. 

The discouraged man cannot succeed. When a man 
is discouraged he owes it to himself and others to 
find out and remove, if possible, the cause of his dis- 
couragement. This cause may be physical infirmity, 
it may lie in the sin of the soul, it may be due to ignor- 
ance of God’s ways with men. It is a sin to con- 
tinue in discouragement when it is possible to get rid 
of it. 

The discouraged man is weak. He cannot use the 
strength he has and he cannot develop greater 
strength. Mental healers of all kinds know the in- 
fluence of hopefulness on the bodily functions. They 
cure diseases, not because their theory of mind or re- 
ligion is correct, but because they put hope into the 
heart. Jesus says that faith is essential to spiritual 
healing. The life without faith is diseased and weak. 
Put faith into the heart and the soul becomes healthy 
and strong. Discouragement blinds one to the good 
there is in the world. Elijah under the juniper tree 
could see nothing but Jezebel and her heathen proph- 
ets. He forgot Obadiah and the others who were 
faithful to Jehovah. As long as Elijah was in this 
state of mind he was useless. He could not com- 
mand the forces of righteousness about him. No 
discouraged man can lead the hosts of God. Neither 
can he be efficient as a follower. Wherever he is, 
such a man will overlook the good there is in men and 
will weaken the hands of those who want to do right. 

When we look at it aright we see that discourage- 
ment is really a questioning of God’s willingness or 
ability to do what is best for men. We have greater 
confidence in the power and wisdom of the devil than 
we have in the power and wisdom of God. To say the 
least, God made a huge blunder when he made man 
and has not been able to overcome the evil effects of 
the blunder. So we reason in time of discourage- 
ment, although few of us would admit that our con- 
clusions are so dark. It is dangerous to lose confi- 
dence in God. Without it we cannot please him; 
without it we do not receive his life into our lives. 
We cease to be men of God when we call in question 
the methods of God in dealing with us. 

To get rid of discouragement it is necessary that 
one take notice of what is good in himself. One can 
find enough of evil in his heart to destroy all hope. He 
can find enough of good to give unmeasured hope. 
The kind of people with whom our associates will de- 
termine very largely his view of men. If he chooses 
bad men as companions, he will be convinced that this 
is a bad world. If his companions are good men it 
will be hard to make him believe there is no truth or 
faith in the world. Our judgment of God will be de- 
termined by the attention we give to God's revela- 
tion of himself. If we see Jesus we shall not doubt 
that God is ordering all for our good and that it will 
be the privilege of all believers to join in a song of 
triumph at the end of the ages.

The Devotional and Elegiac books are Psalms and 
Lamentations. The Book of Psalms is a collection of 
the prayers and praises of Israel from the days of 
David onward. It became the hymn-book of the Jew- 
ish Church. Lamentations is a group of songs mourn- 
ing the downfall of Jerusalem and the departure of the 


people into exile. 


27. What do the Prophets include? 

The Prophets include the Major Prophets, Isaiah, 
Jeremiah and Ezekiel, and the Minor Prophets, Ho- 
sea to Malachi. The prophetic books record the utter- 
ances of some of the leading prophets, with incidents 
in their lives. They are collections of sermons, or 
prophetic writings, with biographical notes. The di- 
vision into major and minor refers to the relative size 
of the books in the two groups. They are not placed 
in their chronological order. In the prophetic books 
the Messianic hopes of Israel have their expression, 
and the divine character of the Old Testament most 
fully appears. 

28. Wiat are the Apocalyptic writings? 

The Apocalyptic writings are Daniel and portions of 
Ezekiel, Zephaniah, Joel and Zechariah. By “apoca- 
lypse,” as distinguished from prophecy, is meant a 
class of writings making striking use of visions, num- 
bers, and symbolic figures. 

29. What are the leading characters of the Old 
Testament? 

Among the leading characters of the Old Testament 
are Abraham, the father of the faithful (c 2000 B. C.) ; 
Moses, the leader and lawgiver (c 1350 B. C.) ; Sam- 
uel, the judge and reformer (c 1050 B. C.); David, 
king and psalmist (reigned 1017-977 B. C.) ; Elijah, 
restorer of the worship of Jehovah (c 875 B. C.); 
Amos and Hosea, prophets in Israel (c 750 B. C.); 
Isaiah, the great prophet of Judah (739-701 B. C.); 
Jeremiah, the prophet of the decline and fall of Judab 
(627-577 B. C.); Ezekiel, the shepherd of the exiles 
(592-576 B. C.) ; Nehemiah, the chamberlain of King 
Artaxerxes, who was governor of Judah, and the re- 
storer of Jerusalem (445-432 B. C.); and Ezra, who 
came from Persia to inaugurate reforms in Jerusalem
